Moscow, October 6.—What is de- | 


scribed in soviet circles as an agree- 
ment between Russia and China to 
block the advances of western powers 
in the Far East has just been con- 
cluded in an agreement, which turns 
the administration of the enti-e Chi- 
nese Eastern railway over to the Rus- 
sian government. 

The railway administration was de- 
livered to the soviets on October 4, 
it has just been learned, in an agree- 
ment signed September 20 at Mukden 
between the soviet government and 
(jeneral Chang-Tso-Lin, war lord of 
Manchuria. 

In an.interview given to the Rosta 
agency in Pekin, M. Karakhan, Rus- 
sian representative there, describes the 
agreement as a “crushing blow to im- 
perialist states, destroying their last 
chance fo grasp the Eastern railway.”

To JITNEY DRIVERS 
HAILED INTO COURT 


Fifteen jitney bus drivers who oper- 
ated on the Lakewood Park line Mon- 
day were arrested by Charles Woodall, 
city license inspector, and his corps 
of assistants, as a result of charges 
that these drivers were violating the 
jitney bus ordinance, this action bring- 
ing a quick response from Holt Ge- 
winner, president of the Georgia Bus 
association, who issued a statement 
in which he declared that Inspector 
Woodall had clashed with the law and 
that his actions in the case would be 
vigorously contested. | 

Prospects of a certain court battle 
loomed as a result of the arrests. Ge- 
winner asserted that Inspector Wood- 
all, had made “an unfortunate mis- 
take,” and ended his statement by 
saying that the arrests were made Ly 
city officers while the jitney bus driv- 
ers were outside the city limits. 

Mr. Woodall declared that scores 
of “fly-by-night” jitney bus drivers 
have entered operations for the pur- 
pose of reaping a harvest during the 
Southeastern Fair. Many of these 
drivers, he said, have failed to obtain 
permits or to observe other sections 
of the ordinance. He explained that 
it was necessary for each driver to ob- 
tain a permit and to have _ plainly 
written on the side of his machine the 
route he follows, the name of the 
driver and the permit number. 

The statement issued by Mr. Ge- 
winner follows: 

“An unfortunate mistake was 
made -Monday by License Inspector 
Charles Woodall when he arrested 15 
men who were operating taxis be- 
tween the city and the Lakewood fair 
grounds, on charges of operating with- 
out proper license. At the time of 
their arrest Inspector Woodall spoke 
of these 15. men as ‘fly-by-night’, jit- 
ney drivers. 

“These so-called ‘fly-by-night jitney 
drivers’ are far from that, and In- 
spector Woodall’s declaration is mis- 
leading in the extreme. The fact is 
that they are disabled men, who were 
wounded or lost their health in the 
world war. ‘They are licensed by the 
government to operate any legitimate 
business. This means, according to 
a ruling by City Attorney James IL. 
Mayson, that they can cover their jit- 
ney signs on their cars and transfer 
to the taxi business on any occasion. 
They, therefore, were absolutely with- 
in their rights and within the terms 
of their government licenses. in trans- 
fering their cars from city jitney bus 
service to taxi service. 

“As these 15 men transferred their 
cars to the Lakewood fair service, 
their places on city lines were filled 
by other Georgia Bus association men 
to prevent the impairing of the city 
service. 

“It also is rather puzzling to me 
that Inspector Woodall. a city officer, 
made the arrests outside of the city 
limits.”

YOUR VOCABULARY. 

How many words dces an} in- 
dividual need in the ordinary course 
of life? 

Perhaps that depends upon cir- 
cumstances one of which is the in- 
dividual’s ability to make himself 
understood without words. A Geor- 
gia farm boy once insisted that his 
daddy knew but two words and they 
were, “Hurry up.” An old lady of

ence he always used a kind of hu- 
miliated grunt. 

One and two-word vocabularies, 
however well they may have served 
the purpose of these worthy people, 
are not considered ample for the 


average individual and the literacy 
tests prepared for foreigners seek- 
ing to become citizens of the state 
of New York are required to learn 
4,000 words. These include the 
simplest words, such as “day” and 
“night,”’ “‘eat,” “walk,” “sky” and 
“land.” It is said that the average 
eighth grade student of the com- 
mon schools in this country knows 
about 8,000 words. 

William Shakespeare was consid- 
ered a highly successful manipulator 
of language. In fact, his ability to 
use the English tongue made him 
famous and he is said to have ac- 
quired a vocabulary of 20,000 
words. On the other hand, some 
highly successful business men are 
said to use fewer than 500 words 
and yet accumulate large fortunes 
It might also be added that certain 
politicians use, by repetition and 
otherwise, something like a million 
words and yet do not succeed in 
getting anywhere. 

The old grammars used to say 
that words are the signs of ideas. 
Sometimes now they are, when con- 
Sidered en masse, the highest evi- 
dence of the absence of ideas. 


An ample vocabulary is a highly 
useful accomplishment and may be 
built up by the simple practice of 
learning one or two new words a 
week and adopting them in the 
course of every-day conversation. 
Most any word used a few times 
Sticks in the memory and becomes 
‘a fixed asset in your linguistic equip- 
ment.

Labor Journal Favors 
Georgia School Survey 


(From The Atlanta Journal of Labor.) * 

The Atlanta Federation of Trades at a re- 
cent meeting, in a formal resolution, urged 
the appointment of Willis A. Sutton, su- 
perintendent of schools, as a member of the 
proposed Georgia school survey commission. 
Che idea was that Dr. Sutton be appointed 
by Governor Walker to represent the common 
schools, The action of this great body of 
men and women of labor points to the follow- 
ing significant facts: 

First: That the laboring peeple are taking 
a lively interest in our public schools, as 
rightly they should. 

Second: This body recognizes in Dr. Sut- 
ton a militant leader in the cause of public 
school education. 

The Jcurnal of Labor wishes to endorse 
most heartily this recommendation, and to 
commerd to our governor his most careful 
consideration of the eminent qualifications 
of Superintendent Sntton. His selection 
could be no mistake. On the other hand. his 
appointment would assure two things. First, 
that Governor Walker is a sincere friend of 
the common people and their schools; and 
second, that the success of such a commis- 
sion would be guaranteed from the outset. 

Georgia needs an educational revival. The 
wretched conditions of our schools and over- 
crowded class-rooms, poor buildings, under- 
paid and uncertrained teachers, and un- 
progressive course of study—the thousands 
who do not attend any school—are patent to 
al' casual observers. But the most deplor- 
able part is, not that such conditions exist.

Mr. Gandhi, saintly leader of the 
ndn-cooperationist movement in In- 
dia, has been abstaining from all 
food for a period of 21 days as a 
protest against the riots and bigod- 
shed between Hindus of Mohamme- 
dan and Brahmin persuasion. The 
fasting has had this effect: that lead- 
ers of the two religious factions have 
come together in conferences and 
have pledged each other cooperation 
‘against the white man’s dominion in- 
stead of wasting their strength in 
futile massacres. Of course Mr. 
Gandhi did not fast for 21 days in 
order to draw the attention of the 
gods to India’s condition, but he did 
it merely as a gesture to center his 
people’s thoughts on the futility of 
internal strife. There are writers 
who interpret his action as those of 
a fanatic. As a matter of fact Gan- 
dhi is an able, conscientious idealist, 
who has before him the goal of free- 
dom. It is all very well to speak 
of the great blessings of civilization 
England has brought to India, but 
England’s treasury has been filled 
from resources in this same country 
for many centuries now. The Hin- 
dus had a civilization when the Eng- 
lish came. That’ civilization was’ 
their own and would have developed 
along lines of Hindu character and 
culture. What they have now is a 
mixture of exploiration and _ civiliza- 
tion with a religion, manners, judi- 
ciary and a foreign dominant class, 


yfore it spreads to other regions and 


endangers the authority of the dicta- 
torship of the preoletariat. In such 
cases ruthlessness is a part of the 
faith. ‘

‘Their leaders would like to 
present a united front to the autocrat 
Mussolini and his henchmen in the 
next session of the Italian chamber. 
But when you come to analyze the 
situation in that country, you will 
wonder what they could possible ac- 
complish against the blackshirt pre- 
mier. His strength does not depend 
on his fascist deputies in the house, 
but on the fascist militia in the 
streets. Should the opposition become 
strong enough to outvote Mussolini’s 
party, he still has his black legions. 
Even if he were defeated he would 
only need to send out a call and the 
blackshirts would march on Rome 
again and restore him to power. 
Nothing but a deadlock «+ faces the 
Italian political situation at home. 
Mussolini rules by foree. His prom- 
ises to return to a parliamentary sys- 
tem of Zovernment av the time of the 
Matteotti scandal he has apparently 
aud conveniently forgotten. But he 
has outlived anc outstayed his glory. 
Some day force will beget force and 
Mussolini, instead of a liberator, will 
go down in history as the man whoa 
plunged his native land into civil

ting too little exercise. He notes that 
diabetes is only half as common 
among Jews in the first two decades 
of life—before they’ve begun to fat- 
ten up—and still less common in the 
third, sixth, seventh and eighth de- 
cades, but more common in the fourth 
and fifth decades than in Gentiles. 

Diabetes is known to be from 10 
to 20 times more common among fat 
people than among people of norma} 
weight. 
times more common among Jews than 
among Gentiles. .A Jewish child is 
no more prone to diabetes than is the 
child of a Gentile. Obesity is, the 
main cause of diabetes, and obesity 
seems to come easy for the Jews, 
particularly Jewish women. 

Dr. Joslin says that the _popula- 
tion of Boston is about e@ne-tenth 
Jewish, yet the prevalence of diabetes 
is the same there as in New York. 
He says one death in every 60 ig due 
ta diabetes, both in Boston and’ New 
York. But in Brookline, a suburb of 


Roston, where the Jewish poptla-} .) i ered. grizzled. bitter and fanati- | ed it. 


tion is at any rate no more abundant 
than in Boston, the disease is much 
more frequent, one in every 50 deaths 
being from diabetes. The inhabitants 
of Brookline average older, richer, and 
presumably fatter than the general 
Boston population. The moral of 
this, I should say, is plain: It is 
cafe to live in Brookline if you hoof 
it every day, 

The chief factor in obesity, Jew- 
ish or Gentile, is the excess of car- 
bohydrate consumption. Nothing is 
easier than eating too much carbohy- 
drate. The starches and sugars call 
for work on the part of the pancreas, 
in which digestive glands are the is- 
lands of danger, little groups of 
specialized cells which produce the 
substance known as Insulin. 
there is exhaustion of the pancreatic 
function, the victim has diabetes. 

From the observations of Joslin it 
would seem, then, that the Jew has 
no congenial tendency to diabetes but 
simply brings it on by overeating and 
fniling to take a reasonable amount 
of exercise.

Lauds Work In Japan. 

In the Red Cross, the president said, 
the nation has its opportunity to “cap- 
italize and direct the finest, the most 
appealing attribute of our human na- 
iure—charity.” It is a strong sup- 
port, he said, of the government and 
a reliable guarantee of the progress 
of civilization, showing the way to a 
‘more complete realization of truth 
end justice through mercy.” 

Emphasizing its “practical ideal- 
ism.” Mr. Coolidge recalled the accom- 
riishments of the Red Cross in reliev- 
ing the distress resulting a year ago 
from the earthquake in Japan. 

“The Red Cross,” he continued, 
had the organization capable of turn- 
ing this great overflowing of the sym- 
pathy of the nation to the best ac- 
count.. It insured a maximum of re- 
Lief at the minimum of outlay. The 
cratitude of a great nation, disclosed 
in manifold form, more than repaid 
tLe splendid response of our people 
cirected through this organization.

NNCAMAGUEY ROT 


Havana, October 6.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The situation in Cama- 
quey, where police and followers of 
former President Menocal clashed last 
night was quiet today, according to 
newspaper dispatches, ‘but the total 
number of dead was placed at eleven, 
with about sixty wounded. Communi- 
cation, which had been severed for a 
time early today, was_ reestablished 
later. 

In government circles the situation 
was regarded as still fraught with dan- 
ger, although it was stated that the 
city of Camaguey was quiet this morn- 
ing with troops in comm..nd. The lat- 
est government figures on the number 


.of dead stood at seven. 


The situation in all its possible bear- 
ings on the already strained feeling 
between followers of General Menocal 
and General Machado, rival candidates 
for president, was to be discussed at 
a special cabinet meeting and mean- 
time the government was taking extra 
precautions to avert further hostili- 
ties. 

The clash started during a parade 
in honor of General Menocal, who 
arrived there yesterday with some 200 
followers on a_ political tour in his 
campaign as the conservative candidate 
against General Machado, liberal can- 
didate. Each side accused the other 
of precipitating the trouble, and Gev- 
ernor Zayas Bazan, of Camaguey 
province, was said to have urged Pres- 
ident Zavas to have all members of the 
Menocal party disarmed. Political 
feeling between adherents of Menocal 
and Machado has been running high. 

The fighting in Camaguey, which 
lasted some two. hours, followed the 
firing upon Menocal’s train some 50 
miles out of Camaguey and later the 
derailment of several coaches of the 
train. Two railroad employees suf- 
fered wounds when unidentified men 
fired from the underbrush at the train, 
but it was said no one was hurt in 
the derailment.
